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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the previous office action, Applicant has cancelled claims 2, 6-1 1 , 
and 13-18; added claims 20-22; and amended claims 1, 3-5, 12, and 19. Claims 1,3-5, 
12, and 19-22 have been examined. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 15 August 2007, 28 
September 2007, and 20 November 2007 were filed after the mailing date of the non- 
final office action on 3 August 2007. The submission is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Priority 

3. The certified translation filed 3 December 2007 of Japan Patent Application No. 
2002-356737, filed 9 December 2002, is acceptable. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
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4. In view of Applicant's amendment, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 is 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1,3-5, 12, and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0007407 to Klein in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6,847,997 to Kleiner. 

NOTE: More legible versions of the drawings depicted in U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2002/0007407 to Klein are shown in U.S. Patent No. 7,103,661 to Klein. 

As per claims 1,3, 12, and 20, Klein discloses a WLAN configuration system in 
which plural items of network configuration information, stored in memory, are displayed 
(see paragraphs 49 and 50 and figure 6A). Network identification information may be 
constructed anew (see paragraph 52 and figure 7) and selection is made from among 
unique network identifiers, which are displayed as symbol strings (see paragraph 50 
and figure 6A), which construction of the network being made from the selected 
identifier (see paragraphs 52-58 and 62). 
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Klein does not disclose the displaying of networks regardless of location, with an 
indication of whether or not the networks are in the vicinity, bases upon received 
signals. 

Kleiner discloses the construction of a table of servers (which correspond to 
networks) that are available to a wireless subscriber unit. An "Active Status" indicator 
shows whether or not any given server is available for connection by dint of it being in 
the vicinity (see figure 3 and column 5, line 37 to column 6, line 34). 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify the invention of Klein by using Kleiner's analogous 
teaching of a display of active servers/networks in the network channel display. 

As per claims 4 and 21 , a plurality of encryption keys for a profile may be 
displayed for selection (see Klein, paragraph 55 and figure 10). 

Regarding claims 5 and 22, Kleiner discloses the displaying of a list of channels 
from which one is selected (see column 8, lines 15-47). 

As per claim 19, the invention is implemented in software as Windows DLL's, 
which are implicitly executed from computer-readable media (see Klein, paragraph 50).
